In Lifeboats io a Raging Sea- 


Crew Threatened to Leave 


Ship. 


Norfolk, Ya., Nov. 3.—With water 


pouring through a hole five 
feet 


wide in her starboard bow, one hold 
flooded and 
another leaking, the 


Norwegian, steamer Noreuga is near- 
ing Cape Henry in tow of the re^ 
enue cutter Onondaga. 


Eleven passengers, including eight 


women, were rescued from the ship 
before daylight yesterday morning in 
the face of a raging gale. The Xor- 
euga already had lost one~ of 
her 


bulkheads by the fury of the gale 
and high seas when the Onondaga 
sent lifeboats to take off her passen- 
gers. 


The crew of the Norwegian shin, 


frantic with fear, had threatened to 
leave the steamer, and Captain Han- 
sen was obliged to 
force them 
to 


•work. The eight-women passengers, 
fearing that the ship would sink and 
utterly discouraged by the conduct 
of the crew, were willing and eager 
to risk their lives in lifeboats rather 
than remain on board the Noreuga. 
They gladly slid down the rope lad- 
ders to the lifeboats and willingly 
left their belongings on the s'teamer 


When the passengers were off, the 


crew was permitted 
to take the 
boats and they, too, are now on 
board the Onondaga. The Onondaga. 
after rescuing those on board 
the 


Noreuga. took off six members of 
the crew of the "full rigged steamer 
Glenlui. which was in collision with 
the Norwegian steamer last Friday 
morning near Hatteras. The Glen- 
lui, guarded by the battleship Miri^ 
nesota, was at anchor about' a mile 
south of where the Noreuga was at 
anchor, with her forepeak flooded, 
her rigging damaged and four feet of 
•water in her hold. 


One of the few men who remain- 


ed on the Noreuga and who is now 
at his post on the ship, was the wire- 
less operator. 
He never left 
his 


post during the time the crew was 
threatening to leave", and it was he 
•who sent the appeal telling 
other 


crafts of the condition of the Nore- 
uga and asking for assistance. 


Captain Hansen is on the Noreuga 
having refused to leave with his 
crew, and he is endeavoring to steer 
her as much as possible to make the 
towing easy on the Onondaga and to 
prevent the breaking of the hawser. 


The last message 
received from 


her stated that No. 2 bulkhead was 
holding and that passengers and 
crew were safe on the Onondaga. If 
the Noreuga reaches Newport 'News 
her passengers and freight will be 
transferred to the steamer Mexicana.

enough if they go to the polls, register 
and vote for the candidate. 


Candidates Not influenced. 


Everywhere we. see l~ asserted that 


candidates for office are uot influenced 
by the contributions of large size by 
friends and relatives. I do not see 
how they can help teinsr influenced, 
and •when •we observe how many rich 
men \vho have been liberal campaign 
contributors are sent abroad as am 
bassadors and ministers we have to ac- 
knowledge that money Joes influence. 


•'Next to my brother Charlie, I owe 


more to you than airy one man for my

the head of 600 Tnfliana, and attacked 
a fort 2*ar Lexington. The plucky lit- 
tle garrison held out until Daniel 
Boons could come up with, reinforce- 
ments and drive Girty away. Boone 
followed the retreating .savages. The 
two forces met at Blue lacks. There 
a fierce battle, disastrous to the 
Americans, was fought (the last of 
many great Indian battles in Ken- 
tucky). 


Girty, not content Tritb. leading sav- 


ages against men of his own. race, next 
proceeded to drive the gentle 
Ho- 


ravian missionaries out of the Indian, 
tribes. He made his headquarters on 
a Sandusky Hiver farm, which he 
changed Into a trading station, and 
from which he and his followers crept 
forth every now and then on cruel 
marauding expeditions. By trade, and 
by service to the British, the renegade 
was amassing a very tidy fortune. 


At Gen. Arthur Si. Glair's defeat, in 


1.1'Si, Girty played his usual murderous 
jole. In that battle Gen. 'William But- 
ler was wounded. .Girty saw the gen- 
eral lying helpless on the ground. Call- 
ins upon an Indian, he ordered him to 
scalp and kill Butler. 


"vThen, in 1793, the United States 


government appointed a commission to 
arrange a. peace treaty with the In- 
dians, Simon Girty had himself made 
Interpreter. 
So crafty did he misin- 


interpret, and so brutally did he Insult 
the commissioners, that the treaty fell 
through. 


Then came the war of 1812. 
Girty 


once more rushed to the front as the 
friend of the British, and the foe of his 
own country. 
Again he marshalled 


i his Indians to the iray, and again the 


torch, tomahairi and scalping knife 
wrought havoc along the 
frontier. 


tSirty's name was cursed by settlers) 
and soldiers alike. 
His cruelty, his 


treachery, his genius for evil doing— 
all combined to make him, perhaps, 
the best hated man in the west- 


Many tales of his atrocities—some 


true, sorae exaggerated—are still hand- 
ed down frozn generation to generation 
in the districts he ravaged. He has 
been described as a. human monster, 
of hideous aspect-

He was merely a fat, swarthy, bull- 
necked man, about five feet nine 
inches tall, and as quick in his move- 
ments as a cat. 


Some historians say Girty was kill- 


ed at the Battle of the Thames In 
1813 (where Gen. Harrison crushed the 
Indians, and where the>r leader, Te- 
cumseh, fell); others that he survived 
the war and died a natural death two 
years later.

Our experience Is that wooden floors 


in the hog houses will produce rheu- 
matism in the animals just as quickly 
as cement floors if former are allowed 
to remain damp and the bedding holds 
moisture.

and well littered with dry straw or 
other material frequently, rheumatism 
will not result.
